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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS.

To  His  Excellency ,  Charles  B.  Aycocic, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — It  becomes  my  duty  to  submit  to  you  this  biennial 
report  of  the  operations  of  this  institution,  and  in  doing*  so,  to 
transmit  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  other  officers. 
These  reports,  together  with  that  of  the  Examiners  of  State 
Institutions,  are  so  comprehensive  as  to  obviate  the  necessity 
for  length  in  this. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  Hospital  is  discharging 
its  humane  duties  to  as  many  unfortunates  and  with  as  high  a 
degree  of  efficiency  as  its  resources  permit.  As  great  econ¬ 
omy  is  observed  as  is  consistent  with  the  proper  care  of  its 
charges.  The  expenses  of  maintenance  have  largely  increased 
'within  the  past  two  years,  for  a  reason  which  readily  sug¬ 
gests  itself — the  increased  cost*  within  this  period  of  nearly 
every  article  which  enters  into  human  consumption.  Salaries 
and  wages  have  been  held  to  as  low  a  level  as  capable  services 
could  be  procured  for,  and  extensions,  improvements  and  re¬ 
pairs  have  been  carried  on  to  the  limit  of  the  means  at  hand. 

At  the  risk  of  worrying  your  Excellency  with  an  oft- 
told  tale,  your  attention  must  be  directed  again  to  the  crying 
need  of  accommodations  here  for  the  many  applicants,  who 
should  have  hospital  protection  and  treatment.  Hot  only  the 
insane  have  a  high  claim  upon  the  sympathies  and  charity  of 
an  enlightened  people;  not  only  are  they  entitled  to  be  kept  free 
of  immurement  in  prisons  and  alms-houses,  and  to  a  chance

for  light  again  upon  their  darkened  intellects,  but  the  rela¬ 
tives  upon  whom  they  are  dependent  are  entitled  at  once  to 
immunity  from  the  stigma  which  attaches  to  their  insane  be¬ 
ing  imprisoned  in  common  jails,  and  from  the  awful  anxiety 
and  responsibility  which  are  involved  in  their  care  at  home. 
Under  existing  conditions,  in  many  cases  not  alone,  are  the 
insane  themselves  withdrawn  from  productive  occupations, 
but  those  charged  with  their  care  at  home  are  so  withdrawn. 
The  force  of  the  argument  touched  upon  here  is  so  obvious 
that  it  does  not  need  that  it  should  be  elaborated  in  this  place. 

Happily  the  officers  and  management  of  this  Hospital  see 
light  ahead ;  see  relief  for  not  only  others,  but  a  prospect  that 
not  for  long  will  their  own  hearts  be  wrung  by  appeals  for 
help  which  they  can  not  answer.  Your  Excellency  is  ad¬ 
vised  that  a  new  building  for  women,  which  will  accommodate 
230  patients,  is  rapidly  nearing  completion,  and  also  a  colony 
building,  in  which  30  men  can  be  cared  for.  With  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $40,000  from  the  General  Assembly  at  its  ap¬ 
proaching  session,  there  can  be  erected  another  building  or 
buildings,  which  will  accommodate  200  men.  These  build¬ 
ings  can  be  rapidly  and  cheaply  constructed  and  thus  before 
die  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year  there  can  be  provided  for  a 
total  of  460  additional  patients,  who  are  sadly  in  need  of  the 
guardianship  and  skill  which  this  institution  can  afford. 
Thus  the  new  women’s  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  occu¬ 
pancy  in  less  than  60  days,  230  patients ;  the  new  colony 
building  for  men,  which  will  be  ready  within  the  same  time, 
30  patients,  and  the  new  building  or  buildings  for  men,  for 
which  an  appropriation  is  now  asked,  200  patients. 

It  is  worth  while  to  say  at  this  point  that  during  the  past 
summer,  when  it  was  hoped  that,  work  on  a  men’s  new  build¬ 
ing  could  be  begun  in  the  early  autumn,  1,000,000  brick  to 
go  into  its  construction  was  contracted  for,  and  that  this  con¬ 
tract  stands.  The  hope  that  the  building  might  be  begun, 
and  nearly  finished  by  this  date,  was  defeated  through  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  appropriation  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  but 
these  brick  are  ready  for  delivery  and  only  wait  the  order. 
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To  recur  to  the  statement  made  in  the  first  line  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  paragraph,  those  who  are.  responsible  for  this  Hospital 
and,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  people  of  the  State,  by  reason 
of  their  connection  with  it,  see  light  ahead.  While  there  are 
in  the  52  counties  comprising  the  territory  of  this  institution 
many  men  and  women  of  the  classes  included  in  idiots,  im¬ 
beciles,  epileptics  and  the  senile  insane,  who  need  restraint 
and  the  comforts  to  be  had  here,  who  need  these  as  much  as 
their  families  need  to  be  relieved  of  their  care,  it  is  doubtful 
i!:  there  are  in  the  district  more  than  600  persons  who  are 
eligible  under  the  law  to  admission,  or  who  would  be  admitted 
under  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion ;  for  while  it  would 
be  desirable  for  Horth  Carolina  to  take  charge  of  all  her  un¬ 
fortunates,  the  fact  is  recognized  that  this  is  quite  out  of  the 
question.  But  with  room  made  'for  460  men  and  women  of 
the  acute  and  curable  class  and  of  those  who  are  dangerous  to 
themselves  and  others,  it  will  appear  that  there  will  remain 
outside  but  140  who  should  of  right  be  in  this  institution. 
This  would  be  a  great  advance  step,  and  the  State,  which  can 
not  be  expected  to  do  at  once  all  that  is  good  to  be  done,  can  be 
depended  upon  to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the  remaining  140 
in  time,  and  with  them  the  additional  insane,  whose  numbers 
increase  with  the  natural  growth  of  population.  As  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  course  with  the  increase  of  the  number  of  inmates,  as 
contemplated,  a  larger  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the 
next  two  years  will  be  necessary  than  has  been  in  the  past, 
but  equally,  of  course,  the  cost  of  support  per  capita  will  de¬ 
cline  with  this  increased  number  of  patients. 

It  is  felt  that  an  excellent  record  has  been  made  in  49.2 
per  cent  of  recoveries  upon  admissions  within  the  past  ten 
vears  and  in  a  death  rate  in  the  same  period  of  less  than  4 
per  cent.  This  record  was  practically  maintained  during  the 
biennial  period  just  closed.  Gratification  is  felt  also  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  success  which  has  attended  the  operation  of  the 
farm  and  garden.  In  the  two  years  just  ended  there  have 
been  no  failures,  excepting  in  hay  and  Irish  potatoes. 
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For  details  which  this  report  lacks,  reference  is  made  to 
the  accompanying  reports  already  referred  to. 

My  duty  would  not  be  performed  if  I  failed  to  pay  glad 
tribute  to  the  efficiency  and  fidelity  of  the  Superintendent  and 
subordinate  officers.  ~No  men  could  have  surpassed  them  in 
the  zeal  which  they  have  ever  manifested  for  the  well-being 
of  the  insane,  the  Hospital  and  the  public  interest,  in  so  far  as 
this  lias  been  involved ;  nor  would  this  report  be  complete 
unless  it  bore  testimony  to  the  unselfish  and  intelligent  inter¬ 
est  which  my  fellow-members  of  this  Board  have  brought  to 
the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties.  They  have  con¬ 
served  the  interests  committed  to  their  hands  as  if  these  had 
been  their  own,  and  for  their  services  they  deserve  the  appro¬ 
bation  of  all  the  people.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Gentlemen  : — Presented  herewith  is  the  tenth  biennial 
report  of  this  Hospital.  In  the  fifth  biennial  report  this 
statement  is  made,  to-wit : 

"The  result  of  the  medical  work  is  above  the  average  of 
this  Hospital's  previous  record,  showing,  as  the  employees  are 
becoming  better  organized  and  acquainted  with  the  special 
work,  the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital  is  greater.  It  is  firmly 
believed  that  other  improvements  can  be  made  in  this  respect, 
and  that  yet  better  results  obtained. 

"Before  leaving  this  branch  of  the  subject,  I  present  the 
following  table,  showing  the  medical  work  for  the  ten  years 
of  the  existence  of  the  institution,  for  purpose  of  comparison :

The  last  ten  years  show  49.2  per  cent  of  recoveries  and 
3.78  per  cent  of  deaths,  an  increase  in  the  one  and  a  decrease 
in  the  other.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  dismiss  the  subject 
with  this  better  result,  but  a  correct  analysis  of  this  will  show 
that  while  the  report  is  really  better,  it  is  nothing  less  than 
ought  to  have  been  expected. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  Hospital  has  been,  for  most 
of  the  time,  crowded,  and  only  carefully-selected  cases  were, 
as  a  rule,  admitted.  Those  who  were  feeble  and  broken  down 
and  the  dotards,  who  go  to  many  hospitals  and  raise  the  death- 
rate  and  depress  recoveries,  were  excluded.  The  high  per 
cent  of  recoveries  and  the  low  death  rate  may  be  partly  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  these  reasons,  but  there  is  another  which  has 
seemed  to  me  to  be  a  factor  in  bringing  about  these  results. 
There  is  not  a  large  city  in  the  State.  The  people  are  gen¬ 
erally  farmers  and  farm  laborers,  living  quiet,  healthful 
lives ;  they  are  moral  and  sober,  not  depressed  by  scanty  and 
improper  food,  the  bad  air  and  vicious  courses  of  the  urban 
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population ;  there  is  no  sharp  competition  for  'subsistence ; 
they  are  free  from  syphilis,  with  all  the  evil  consequences  of 
that  disease  j  the  defective  foreign  element  is  xmknown ;  in¬ 
deed,  the  foreign  population  is  the  smallest  in  any  State  in 
the  Union. 

The  people  are  a  vigorous,  native  race,  leading  physiologi¬ 
cal  lives,  in  a  good  climate.  Paresis,  the  destroyer  of  so 
many  in  other  States  and  countries  is  scarcely  known  in 
North  Carolina.  The  patients,  then,  who  come  to  us  have 
this  heritage  and  most  readily  respond  to  the  efforts  made  for 
their  restoration.  With  all  this  in  their  favor,  it  is  plain  we 
could  expect  no  less  than  few  deaths  and  many  recoveries. 

Taking  all  these  advantages  into  consideration,  however, 
we  may  safely  say  we  have  an  average  result,  possibly  some 
better,  and  we  might  be  satisfied  with  that,  and  yet,  if  the 
table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is  examined,  we  must  con¬ 
fess  that  all  is  not  done  that  should  be.  Twenty-two  per  cent 
of  all  the  deaths  since  the  Hospital  opened  was  caused  by 
tuberculosis.  This,  I  believe,  is  as  large,  or  it  may  be  larger, 
than  any  Hospital  in  the  country.  This-  is  a  source  of  great 
trouble  and  perplexity  to  the  medical  officers. 

It  is  well  known  to  you  and  all  the  people  of  the  State  that 
the  institution  is  crowded  beyond  its  capacity  and  the  demand 
for  room  is  so  great  that,  a  bed  is  not  vacant  a  day  before  it  is 
taken  by  some  urgent  case.  The  classification,  too,  is  bad  by 
reason  of  this  crowding  and  it  prevents  any  attempt  at  isola¬ 
tion.  Until  some  radical  measures  are  taken  this  must  go  on, 
and  will  probably  grow  worse.  All  we  can  do  is  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  it.  The  feeble  attempts  we  make  to  disinfect  and 
sterilize  are  almost  futile  in  the  face  of  the  difficulties  sur¬ 
rounding  the  patients.  This  state  of  affairs  has  existed  from 
the  beginning.  The  remedy  must  be,  in  the  present  state  of 
our  knowledge,  isolation,  but  this  is  impracticable,  for  the 
reasons  already  mentioned.  If  this  condition  is  to  1 
lieved,  a  separate  building  for  persons  with  the  disease  must 
be  erected.  Living  in  tents  as  is  practiced  in  some  peaces 
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might  be  tried,  but  many  patients  with  tuberculosis  are 
greatly  disturbed  and  it  would  not  be  possible  to  keep  them 

in  tents. 

There  has  been  no  death  from  typhoid  fever,  though  two 
cases  were  in  the  house  during  1901.  There  was  none  during 
die  year  1902,  although  it  was  prevalent  among  the  people 
living  immediately  around  the  institution.  The  death  from 
accident  was  reported  to  you  as  soon  as  possible  after  its 
occurrence. 

A  severe  type  of  influenza,  prevailed  for  some  weeks  during 
the  past  winter,  from  which,  or  rather  the  subsequent  pneu¬ 
monia,  several  patients  died. 

The  demand  for  room  has  grown  and  our  means  of  reliev¬ 
ing  it  have  become  smaller.  The  last  year  shows  the  smallest 
number  of  admissions  for  seventeen  years. 

In  enumerating  what  wras  needed  in  the  report  two  years 
ago,  this  paragraph  was  found : 

“Besides  the  other  necessary  things  that  must  be  supplied 
is  more  water.  The  present  supply  is  barely  sufficient.  It 
is  useless  to  speak  of  the  absolute  need  for  a  bountiful  supply 
of  pure  water ;  it  is  as  essential  as  food,  and  must  be  had  be¬ 
fore  another  patient  can  be  admitted.'” 

Under  your  instruction  the  head-waters  of  Long  Creek 
with  all  the  water  shed,  about  400  acres  of  mountain  land, 
was  purchased  and  a  dam  and  reservoir  constructed.  This 
more  than  doubled  the  previous  supply.  The  new  reservoir 
is  8,000  feet  from  the  main  pipe.  The  two  reservoirs  the 
Black  Box  and  Long  Greek,  are  on  the  same  level,  allowing 
for  friction,  so  that  water  from  these  two*  sources  can  be 
brought  to  the  Hospital  in  the  same  pipe.  The  main  is  only 
a  six-inch  pipe,  not  large  enough  to  convey  the  whole  of  the 
water  from  these  sources,  but  it  is  ample,  with  the  fall  of 
115  feet  for  a  population  of  1,000  or  1,200  patients.  The 
water  is  a  pure,  soft  water  and  as  the  Hospital  owns  the 
whole  shed,  there  is  no  danger  of  any  contamination  from 
habitation  or  cultivation. 
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Part  of  the  last  land  purchased  was  under  cultivation  and 
the  water  became  muddy  after  a  rain.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  prevent  this  by  planting  trees  and  shrubbery.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  a  few  years  this  objection  can  be  overcome.  In 
the  meantime  as  the  water  from  Black  Fox  never  becomes 
muddy,  the  pipe  is  so  arranged  that  the  water  from  Long 
Creek  can  be  easily  turned  out  after  each  rain  and  only  the 
Black  Fox  water  used. 

Only  a  small  part  of  the  appropriation  for  building  was 
available  during  the  year  1901,  and  in  consequence  but  little 
could  be  done  until  the  beginning  of  the  season  of  the  present 
year.  After  many  delays,  principally  from  the  want  of  ma¬ 
terial,  the  “Harper  Building”  for  230  women,  and  the  “Col¬ 
ony  Building”  for  30  men,  are  approaching  completion.  It 
is  hoped  that  they  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  1st  of 
February.  This  will  only  relieve  the  pressure  for  women, 

and  will  barely  do  this.  There  should  be  erected  as  soon  as 
€/ 

possible  buildings  for  at  least  200  men. 

Two  years-  ago  you  asked  the  Legislature  for  $40,000  for 
this  purpose,  which  they  declined  to  appropriate.  It  is  esti¬ 
mated  that  it  will  require  all  of  this  sum,  with  the  unex¬ 
pended  balance,  about  $20,000  of  the  former  appropriation, 
to  complete  and  equip  these  buildings.  It  is  recommended 
that  other  buildings  to  colonize  about  125  to  150  men  be 
-  erected,  and  also  a  small  one  just  north  of  the  male  depart¬ 
ment. 

Because  of  the  great  increase  in  price  of  nearly  all  sup¬ 
plies,  we  have  a  deficit  in  the  support  account.  By  using  the 
special  fund,  the  accumulation  of  several  years,  the  deficit 
only  amounts  to  about  $7,000 — less  than  was  thought  it 
would  be.  Besides  these  higher  prices  of  supplies,  the  sup¬ 
port  account  has  been  at  some  expense  for  building.  The 
constant  use  of  the  machine  and  carpenter  shops  and  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  a  larger  supply  of  fuel,  the  use  of  several  men  on  the 
pay  roll  of  maintenance  fund,  hauling,  grading,  etc,,  making 
some  hundred  dollars,  estimated  as  much  as  $2,5e'  . 
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% 

was  almost  unavoidable.  To  counter-balance  this  will  be 
some  machines  in  the  shops,  some  kitchen  and  laundry  ap¬ 
paratus  to  be  paid  for  by  the  building  fund.  With  this  con¬ 
sidered,  the  difference  between  the  two  funds  will  not  be 

great. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  two  years  are  made  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  basis:  Seven  hundred  and  fifty  patients  (the  present 
population)  for  four  (4)  months’  per  capita  of  $150  per  an¬ 
num,  $38,500;  1,000  for  8  months,  at  $140  per  capita,  $93,- 
333,  making  $131,833  for  the  year  1903.  If,  as  we  hope, 
the  Legislature  makes  further  room  for  200  men,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  the  population  1,200,  and  at  $133  per  capita,  $159,600 
will  be  required  for  the  year  1904,  and  after  that.  It  will 
be  seen  by  the  foregoing  estimates  that  the  per  capita  cost 
grows  smaller  as  the  numbers  increase.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  our  demands  on  the  State  are  so  large,  I  hesitate  to  sug¬ 
gest  anything  that  costs  money  that  is  not  actually  needed, 
but  it  would  be  an  economy  to  have  a  spur-track  from  the 
railroad  for  the  delivery  of  coal  and  other  material  bought  in 
car-load  lots.  The  cost  of  hauling  coal  alone  from  the  station 
is  $350  per  annum,  and  with  the  increased  consumption  of 
this,  it  will  be  larger — say  $500  a  year.  The  cost  of  this 
spur-track  would  be  between  $5,000  and  $10,000.  I  have  no 
means  of  making  an  accurate  estimate. 

These  estimates  are  made  as  nearly  correct  as  possible.  It 
is  certain  that  they  are  not  over-estimated.  To  recapitulate, 
the  amounts  thought  to  be  needed  for  1903  for  support,  $131,- 
833,  for  building  and  equipping  additional  accommodations 
for  men,  $40,000.  For  support  for  1904,  if  these  additions 
are  made,  $159,600.  The  demands  made  by  the  Hospital 
ha^  e  alwav  s  been  fairly  given,  as  former  reports  show. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  examination  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners  and  their  report  will  be  of  service  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  and  people.  It  is  disinterested  and  ought  to  have 
weight.
